3. The following is the examiner's reasons for allowance for claims 1 -5 and 11-15: 
The present invention is a method and a system for characterizing an image. 
Independent claims 1 and 1 1 identify the distinct feature "creating a characterization of 
the image that includes a plurality of measures that are proportional to frequency of 
occurrence of a plurality of colors". The closest prior art to Sato (US 6, 1 81 ,81 8) and 
Zhao (US 6,518,981) show partitioning the image and determining a frequency of 
occurrence of each color but fail to anticipate or render the above limitation obvious 
when taken singularly or in combination.
